We notice there is at present quite 


an interest being taken in the needs 
of our city for a more modern, ade- 
quate and commodious public school 
luiidlng. We do not 
believe there 


s a single citizen of our city who will 
admit that we are not in dire need 


>f such a building, and that it should 
je erected in a more central location. 


We would like to call the attention 


* the people to the fact that by the 
.revisions of a new law enacted 
by 


he last legislature New Smyrna may 
.vail herself of this opportunity and 
•roceed to obtain the needed 
to 


rovements. The process is simple 
iut it will require some time 
to 


chieve the desired results. 
So, if 


e are to have these improved condi 
ions by the beginning of the next 
cliool year, it is necessary that we 
tart the move in that direction, and 
le move must be made at an early 
ate. 
The present assessed valuation of 
ur sub school district is approxiina- 
ely $600,000. We assess ourselves on 
this at present three mills, 
which 


gives us an income, under the pres- 
ent arrangement, of 
about $1,800 


This fund is used by the district in 
extending the school year from six 
months to eight months. You will 
understand that the county school 
board does not run the school long- 
er than six months, and every school 
In the county which has more than 
six months of school each year must 
supply the, expense for this addition- 
al time from this special tax fund. 


This new law provides that 
a 


special tax district may vote to bond 
Itself for the purposes of purchasing 
sites, erecting new buildings, 
im- 


proving old buildings, or 
equipping 


any buildings, all within the special 
tax district. The county school board 
may call a special election upon the 
question of issuing bonds for these 
purposes upon the presentation of a 
petition from the qualified voters in 
tiha district, the result of the elec- 
tion to determine whether the dis- 
trict shall be bonded or not, the 
county school board to determine the 
necessary amount of bonds necessary 
to make the required Improvements 
and the rate of interest of 
said

Any business man will atknowledga 


the necessity of confining sucb

bond lisue to « reasonable limit; 
tlMt If, not offering more bond* than 


would liquidate in proper time. Th 
new law provides that the county

five 


mills, to meet the interest on these 
bonds and create a proper 
sinkini 


fund for ultimate retirement. 


Therefore, with an assessed valua 


tion of $600,000 at present, on 
a 


millage of five mills, we 
could real 


Ize an income of $3,000 a year, which 
would pay a five per cent interest on 
a bond issue of $603,000 
But this 


would not permit a sinking 
fund 


you will see, so it would be neces 
sary to bond for lesisi, or take it for 
fronted that our district will, 
in 


the very near future, increase its 
assessed valuation fast enough 
to 


create the necessary sinking fund. 


It Is our belief that we can easily 


bond for $50,000, and this, you wil 
see, would give us a sinking fund 
fro^n the very start, and, as 
the 


lalues increase we would be able to 
increase this fund. 


Please bear in mind that it would 


be necessary for us to keep up our 
three mills tax for the bonds. This 
would make eight mills special tax, 
but all of this money would be spent 
directly in our own district. Not one 
cent of it can be lejally appropriat- 
ed for any purpose outside of 
the 


district. 


Now, 
we, as your legal representa- 


tives, are ready to serve you. If you 
wish to proceed with the movement 
to call a special election on the ques- 
tion of Issuing bonds for the purpose 
of building a better school house, 
lot us hear from you in an ent'ourag- 
mg way. We would suggest that we 
li.we free expressions, either through 
:he newspapers or at a public mass 
meeting for the purpose of fully dis- 
ussing the matter. 
But, by all 


means, let us do at once whatever w< 
propose to 
do, so we can get the 


new building ready for the beginning 
of the next school year. 


It will take 30 days advertising 


after the petitions are filed with the 
county school board before an elec- 
Ion can be held. After the election 
Another 30 days advertising Is

We notice there is »t present quite 


an interest being taken in the needs 
of our city for a more modern, ade- 
quate and commodious public school 
luiidlng. We do not 
believe there 


s. a single citizen of our city who will 
admit that we are not in dire need 
of such a building, and that it should 
be erected in a more central location. 


We would like to call the attention 


of the people to the fact that by the 
irovisions of a new law enacted by 
he last legislature New Smyrna may 
ivail herself of this opportunity and 
proceed to obtain the needed 
im- 


provements. The process is simple, 
but it will require some time 
to 


achieve the desired results. So, if 
we are to have these improved condi 
ions by the beginning of the next 
chool year, it is necessary that we 
tart the move in that direction, and 
he move must be made at an early 
late. 
The present assessed valuation of 


>ur sub school district is approxiina- 
ely 1600,000. We assess ourselves on 
this at present three mills, 
which 


gives us an income, under the pres- 
ent arrangement, of 
about $1,800. 


This fund is used by the district In 
extending the school year from six 
months to eight months. You will 
understand that the county school 
board does not run the school long- 
er than six months, and every school 
in the county which has more than 
six months of school each year must 
supply the, expense for this addition- 
al time from this special tax fund. 


This new law provides that 
a 


special tax district may vote to bond 
Itself for the purposes of purchasing 
sites, erecting new buildings, 
im- 


proving old buildings, or equipping 
any buildings, all within the special 
tax district. The county school board 
may call a special election upon the 
question of issuing bonds for these 
purposes upon the presentation of a 
petition from the qualified voters in 
tiha district, the result of the elec- 
tion to determine whether the dis- 
trict shall be bonded or not, the 
county school board to determine the 
necessary amount of bonds necessary 
to male the required Improvements 
and the rate of interest of 
said 


bonds. 
I 


Any business man will acknowledge 


th* necessity of confining such 
a 


bond Issue to a reasonable limit; 
tnat It, not offering nor* bond* than 


******,***** 
the income from the new millage 
would liquidate in proper time. The 
new law provides that the county 
commissioners shall assess a suffi- 
cient millage, not to exceed 
five 


mills, to meet the Interest on these 
bonds and create a proper sinking 
fund for ultimate retirement. 


Therefore, with an assessed valua- 


tion of $600,000 at present, on 
a 


millage of five mills, we 
could real 


Ize an income of $3,000 a year, which 
would pay a five per cent interest on 
a bond issue of $603,000 
But this 


would not permit a sinking 
fund, 


you will see, so it would be neces- 
sary to bond for lesisi, or take it for 
{ranted that our district will, 
in 


the very near future, increase its 
assessed valuation fast enough 
to 


create the necessary sinking fund. 


It Is our belief that we can easily 


bond for $50,000, and this, you will 
see, would give us a sinking fund 
frcfn the very start, and, as 
the 


lalues increase we would be able to 
Increase this fund. 


Please bear in mind that it would 


be necessary for us to keep up our 
three mills tax for the bonds. This 
would make eight mills special tax, 
but all of this money would be spent 
directly In our own district. Not one 
cent of it can be legally appropriat- 
ed for any purpose out-side of 
the 


district. 


Now, 
we, as your legal representa- 


tives, are ready to serve you. If you 
wish to proceed with the movement 
to call a special election on the ques- 
tion of issuing bonds tor the purpose 
of building a better school house, 
lot us hear from yon in an encourag- 
ing way. We would suggest that we 
iMve free expressions, either through 


I he newspapers or at a public mass 
meeting for the purpose of fully dis- 
cussing the matter. 
But, by all 


means, let us do at once whatever w<

Because the new public school 


building at Ariel has not been erect- 
ed and completed according to the 
plans and specifications prepared by 
the county school board, that body 
took action at Its regular monthly 
meeting this week refusing to accept 
the structure and make final payment

"The treasury regulations soon to 


be prepared will make clear to every 
taxpayer the requirements of the law 
and its application to income derlvei 
from the various kinds of business,' 
said Mr. Hull. "Any person who keeps 
familiar with his business affairs dur 
ing the year should have no difficulty 
in executing his tax return. 


'The income tax is divided into two 


phases, the 'normal' tax of one per 
cent on the whole income above $3,000 
and the additional 
tax that begins 


with an extra one per cent above $20, 


000, 
and is graduated to six per cen 


above $500,000. Wherever the income 
tax is paid 'at the source" by a cor 
poration for Its employes or in similar 
cases, only the one per cent norma] 
tax is so paid 


"The individual has to pay an addi 


tional tax himself. The provision of 
the law requiring the tax to be with 
held at the source does not take effect 
until November 1, 1913. 


"For the first year the citizen will 


make return to the local internal rev- 
enue collector before March 1, 1914, 
as to his earnings from March 1, 1913, 
to the end of this year. The collector 
will notify him June 1 how much he 
owes and the tax must be paid by 
June 30. After next year the tax will 
apply on the full calendar year. 


"If the income of a person is under 


>3,000, or if the tax upon same is with 
leld for payment at the source, or if 
lie same is to be paid elsewhere in 
the United States, affidavit may 
be 


nade to such fact and thereupon no 
return will be required. 


'The tax covers all incomes of citi- 


zens of the United States whether Hv- 
IIR here or abroad, those of foreigners 
iving in the United States and the net 
ncomes from property owned or busi- 
ness carried on in the United States 
by persons living abroad. 


"The 
net income includes all income 


rom salaries or any compensation for 
professional services; incomes from 
rades, professions, business or com- 
merce; from sales or dealings in per- 
sonal property or real estate; 
from 


nterest, rent, dividends and securi- 


ies; 
from all lawful business carried 


m for gain. 


"Gifts or bequests will not be con- 


idered income; nor will life insuranco 
paid-to a beneflciary, or returned to 
he insured person as a 'paid-up' or 
urrendered policy be taxable. Inter- 
st on such property will be included 
as income, however. 


"The 
amount that may be deducted 


rom a total Income includes the cost 
if carrying on business, actual losses, 
lepreciation allowances and 
tax-ex- 


•mpt or tax-paid money. 
Living ex- 


penses cannot be deducted nor

AN ACHIEVEMENT 


IN ROAD BUILDING 


Five years ago when the late la- 


mented John Anderson dlsf>s<?d wit,!. 
his friends the feasibility of construct- 
ing a good road the entire 365-mile 
length of the east coast of Florida, the 
idea was looked upon as highly prob- 
lematical and one that might mater- 
ialize during the next generation. 


There were numberless reasons why 


such a highway could not be built, but 
it was agreed by the boards of county 
commissioners of the east coast coun- 
ties that this road, If ever constructed, 
should be named the John Anderson 
highway. 


Good roads enthusiasts in all 
the 


cities, towns and hamlets along the 
line kept hammering at the proposition 
and the newspapers. were not slow 
In boosting the 
road 
program and 


pointing out what an enormous benefit 
would accrue to this section by reason 
of having such a highway. 


Then it was that the several coun- 


ties began the construction of the links 
and today there arc very few sections 
that have not been graded and sur- 
faced. It is well that the public should 
be kept well posted as to what has 
been done; the good work ought to be 
generally known and encouragement 
given in the completing at an early 
date of the unpaved portions. 


Starting from Jacksonville there is 


a brick and shell paved road almost to 
the St. Johns county line. If the con- 
tractors who have been awarded the 
surfacing work in this county can ever 
get paving material the John Ander- 
son highway between Jacksonville 
and St. Augustine will be hard sur- 
laced every foot of the 40 miles before 
;he first of January. 


Proceeding, on 
down the highway 


south from St. Augustine toward the 
Volusia county line there is good trav- 
eling over the shell road for ten or 
twelve miles and then comes 
sand, 


fair, bad and very bad, with occasional 
relief in the shape of pine straw. This 


section, too, Is slated lor immediate 
improvement. 


F. Herbert Rogers has just com- 


pleted a trip with his family by auto- 
mobile down to Hallandale in Dade 
county and he sends valuable Informa- 
tion concerning the condition of this 
entire stretch. 


St. Johns county is not the only 


county where stretches of sand road 
remain, for Brevard has some to its 
credit, notably between Titusville and 
Cocoa, and between Rockledge 
and 


Bau Gallie. To the credit of Brevard 
be it said, however, that this unsatis- 
factory condition will not last much 
longer for the funds are now available 
for the immediate hard surfacing of 
these bad sections. 


From Eau Gallie on down through 


St. Lucie, Palm Beach and Dade coun- 
ties to Miami there is now one glor- 
ious stretch of hard road. 


It is worth noting that St. Lucie 


county has planted Bermuda grass 
along the sides of the highway, thus 
helping to lessen the wear and tear. 
Mention should be made of the fact 
that there is only one ferry the entire 
length of the east coast, that across 
the St. Lucie river at Stuart, and even 
now the commissioners of Palm Beach 
county are considering the immediate 
necessity for a steel bridge. 


Such progress is really amazing 


when the short time in which all this 
work has been done is considered. The 
dream of five years ago is now almost 
a reality. 


Just another push and a boost and 


the top of the hill will be reached. No 
one dare prophesy how many new peo- 
ple will come to Florida, attracted by 
one of the most magnificent and inter- 
esting automobile highways anywhere 
in the country. 


The John Anderson highway, con- 


sidered only as a cold-blooded business 
proposition, will pay from the start.— 
St. Augustine Record.

Part of this additional expense is 


incurred by the erection of new school 
buildings and repairs and additions to 
old structures, part of it in the pur 
chase of furniture and supplies and 
part of it in Ihe salaries paid to ad 
ditional teachers. 


The hiring of more teachers In the 


county this year indicates the school 
attendance is increased and that the 
population of the county is growing.

While the tariff bill proper is of 


vital Interest to everyone, the work 
ings of the Income tax provision prob- 
ably comes more direct and as many 
readers of this paper will.be effected 
by this provision, an explanation of 
the law as outlined by Representative 
Cordell Hull, of Tennessee, the author 
of the Income section of the tartB 
bill, will not be amiss. 


'The treasury regulations soon to 


be prepared will make clear to every 
taxpayer the requirements of the law 
and its application to income derived 
from the various kinds of business,1 


said Mr. Hull. "Any person who keeps 
familiar with his business affairs dur- 
ing the year should have no difficulty 
in executing his tax return. 


"The income tax is divided into two 


phases, the 'normal' tax of one per 
cent on the whole income above $3,000 
and the additional 
tax that begins 


with an extra one per cent above $20,- 
000, and is graduated to six per cent 
above $500,000. Wherever the income 
tax is paid 'at the source" by a cor- 
poration for Its employes or in similar 
cases, only the one per cent normal 
tax is so paid 


'The individual has to pay an addi- 


tional tax himself. The provision of 
the law requiring the tax to be with 
held at the source does not take effect 
until November 1, 1913. 


'For the first year the citizen will 


make return to the local internal rev- 
enue collector before March 1, 1914, 
as to his earnings from March 1, 1913, 
to the end of this year. The collector 
will notify him June 1 how much he 
owes and the tax must be paid by 
June 30. After next year the tax will 
apply on the full calendar year. 


"If the income of a person is under 


$3,000, or if the tax upon same is with 
held for payment at the source, or if 
;he same is to be paid elsewhere in 
the United States, affidavit may 
be 


made to such fact and thereupon no 
return will be required. 


'The tax covers all incomes of citi- 


zens of the United States whether Hv- 
iriR here or abroad, those of foreigners 
.iving in the United States and the net 
iicomes from property owned or busi- 
less carried on in the United States 
by persons living abroad. 


"The net income includes all income 


-'rom salaries or any compensation for 
professional services; incomes from 
rades, professions, business or com- 
merce; from sales or dealings in per- 
sonal property or real estate; 
from 


nterest, rent, dividends and securi- 
ties; from all lawful business carried 
on for gain. 


'Gifts or bequests will not be con- 


sidered income; nor will life insurance 
paid-to a beneficiary, or returned to 
the insured person as a 'paid-up' or 
surrendered policy be taxable. Inter- 
est on such property will be included 
is income, however. 


"The 
amount that may be deducted 


from a total Income includes the cost 
of carrying on business, actual losses, 
lepreciation allowances and 
tax-ex- 


empt or tax-paid money. 
Living ex- 


penses cannot he deducted nor 
can 


noney spent for permanent improve- 
nent to property. 


"The 
form that is to be filled out 


by the taxpayer will be drawn up 
soon by the commissioner of internal 
•evenue. The taxpayer will bave to 
Rive his gross revenue and then speci- 
y and claim the deductions to which 


feels entitled. Unless a man's in- 


come tax is 'paid 
at the source he 


nust hunt up a tax blank, nil it out 
ind see that it finds its way to the 
proper federal official in his district 
)efore March 1. 1014. 


"Firms, corporations and the like 


lavins the handling of interest, rents, 
salaries or other portions of the in- 
come of any citizen are compelled to 
deduct the tax from the individual 
and pay it to the government. The in- 
dividual then will receive a receipt 
showing he has paid his tax."

AN ACHIEVEMENT 


IN ROAD BUILDING 


Five years ago when the late la- 


mented John Anderson dlsf>s<?d wit,!. 
his friends the feasibility of construct-. 
Ing a good road the entire 365-mile 
length of the east coast of Florida, the 
idea was looked upon as highly prob- 
lematical and one that might mater- 
ialize during the next generation. 


There were numberless reasons why 


such a highway could not be built, but 
it was agreed by the boards of county 
commissioners of the east coast coun- 
ties that this road, If ever constructed, 
should be named the John Anderson 
highway. 


Good roads enthusiasts in all 
the 


cities, towns and hamlets along the 
line kept hammering at the proposition 
and the newspapers. were not slow 
in boosting the 
road 
program and 


pointing out what an enormous benefit 
would accrue to this section by reason 
of having such a highway. 


Then it was that the several coun- 


ties began the construction of the links 
and today there arc very few sections 
that have not been graded and sur- 
faced. It is well that the public should 
be kept well posted as to what has 
been done; the good work ought to be 
generally known and encouragement 
given in the completing at an early 
date of the unpaved portions. 


Starting from Jacksonville there is 


a brick and shell paved road almost to 
the St. Johns county line. If the con- 
tractors who have been awarded the 
surfacing work in this county can ever 
get paving material the John Ander- 
son highway between Jacksonville 
and St. Augustine will be hard sur- 
faced every foot of the 40 miles before 
the first of January. 


Proceeding, on 
down the highway 


south from St. Augustine toward the 
Volusia county line there is good trav- 
eling over the shell road for ten or 
:weive miles and then conies 
sand, 


fair, bad and very bad, with occasional 
relief in the shape of pine straw. This 


Motion, too, la slated lor immediate 
improvement.

entire stretch. 


St. Johns county is not the only 


county where stretches of sand road 
remain, for Brevard has some to Its 
credit, notably between TItusville and 
Cocoa, and between Rockledge 
and 


Bau Gallie. To the credit of Brevard 
be it said, however, that this unsatis- 
factory condition will not last much 
longer tor the funds are now available 
for the immediate hard surfacing of 
these bad sections. 


From Eau Gallie on down through 


St. Lucie, Palm Beach and Dade coun- 
ties to Miami there is now one glor- 
ious stretch of hard road. 


It is worth noting that St. Lucie 


county has planted Bermuda grass 
along the sides of the highway, thus 
helping to lessen the wear and tear. 
Mention should be made of the fact 
that there is only one ferry the entire 
length of the east coast, that across 
the St. Lucie river at Stuart, and even 
now the commissioners of Palm Beach 
county are considering the immediate 
necessity for a steel bridge. 


Such progress is really amazing 


when the short time in which all this 
work has been done is considered. The 
dream of five years ago is now almost 
a reality. 


Just another push and a boost and 


the top of the hill will be reached. No 
one dare prophesy how many new peo- 
ple will come to Florida, attracted by 
one of the most magnificent and inter- 
esting automobile highways anywhere 
in the country. 


The John Anderson highway, con- 


sidered only as a cold-blooded business

The proposed Inland waterway along 


the Atlantic coast from New York to 
Miami, across the Everglades and then 
up the west coast ot the state and 
through the waters tributary to the! 
Gulf of Mexico to Texas, would mean 
a great deal for the state. Capt. O N 
Ble, engineer In charge of the work 
in Tampa, according to an article In 
the Tampa Times, thinks that some 
day such an Intercoastal water way 
will be open to light freight steamers, 
barges and vessels ot a draft probably 
not greater than ten feet. 


On the west coast an Inside route 


to Charlotte Harbor, then on to San 
Carlos bay and then by canal across 
the peninsula to Fort Lauderdale and 
the inland waterway up the East Coast 
to Jacksonville it feasible. Practically 
the only barrier at present Is three 
miles of flat lands between the south 
end of Little Sarasota bay, near Ca 
sey's pass, and the north end of Lemon 
bay, which opens Into Charlotte Har- 
bor 
From Charlotte Harbor there is 


an inside route to San Carlos hay, into 
which the Caloosahatcbee river emp- j 
ties, and up which light draft boats 
may go into the canal across the pe- 
ninsula.
